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DETAILED ACTION 

In the previous action, paragraphs 6 and 7 were incorrectly included These paragraphs 
have been deleted, and the corrected office action is found below. The period for-response is 
restarted from the date of this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The exact structure of, and process for making the invention is not clearly 
understood. For example, in claims 1 and 6, where is the ferroelectric film formed relative to the 
other elements of the ferroelectric FET? 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Paterson. Paterson 
shows the inventive structure and process of the invention with a ferroelectric FET formed in an 
integrated circuit, such as a memory array, and where the ferroelectric film (32) is formed above 
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the substrate, on an intermediate electrode (56) which is on an interlevel dielectric layer, and a 
first control gate (26), and is connected to the first control gate by way of interconnect (46). 

Paterson also teaches the usual formation of the source and drain regions, along with the 
formation of an additional control electrode (30) formed above the ferroelectric layer. See Fig. 5 
of Paterson, and the accompanying discussion. 

In addition, Paterson also teaches the features of the dependent claims such as the use of a 
common material for the gate electrodes as recited in claim 3, (see col. 5, 1, 1 1), and memory 
circuits (see col. 1, 1.15-20). 

Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented anji the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Paterson. 

The only claimed feature which Paterson does not explicitly show is the formation of a second 
interlevel dielectric layer, as claimed in claim 7. However, such an additional dielectric layer 
would most certainly be formed in Paterson because the additional ferroelectric and gate layers 
shown in Fig, 5 would, of necessity be passivated as well. Thus, for simplicity sake, the additional 
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dielectric layer claimed in claim 7 is not shown in Fig. 5, however, the use of such, an additional 
layer would be well known in the art.
